INLAND has taken the road to 
utter ruin which she so nar­ 
rowly escaped in 1939-1940. 
Some of us may regret it, re­ 
membering her strides 'along the 
best lines of human progress be­ 
tween the wars, and with what 
brave principle she fought the win­ 
ter war as the Russians, coldly 
practical, prepared their strategic 
defenses for 1941. 
But Finland supported her pro- 
Nazi leaders, possibly hopelessly, 
but probably willingly, preferring 
the Germans to the Russians. For 
th at decision, which only staved 
off this day when she has become 
another Italy, she m ust pay bit­ 
terly. 
The United States, one of her 
longest-suffering friends, can tol 
©rate her no longer. Finland drops 
to the rank of the H itlerite Bal 
kans. 
O 
DDLY enough, the man most re 
sponsible for Finland’s posi 
tion is a former Russian arm y of 
fleer, Field Marshal Gustav Man 
nerheim, hailed from 1918 to 1941 
as Finland’s greatest patriot. 
He now stands as another Mus 
solini, wrecker of the country at 
whose birth he played the roles of 
both father and mid-wife. 
He now ranks even lower than 
Hitler’s other satellites. Der fuehr­ 
er brought them into line with lr- 
resistable 
pressure. 
Mannerheim 
Joined him with gusto. 
Not that Mannerheim would have 
joined happily in a war on Norway 
Denmark, Belgium, Britain or the 
United States. But he saw oppor­ 
tunity for revenge, for recapture 
of territory and for venting of an 
old grudge against the Soviets 
And let their be no doubt as to 
Mannerheim*■ r W a r * r » e lM B ty . A 
Swedish writer aptly said: ’’Fin­ 
land is a republic, but has both a 
president and a king. The king is 
called Mannerheim.” 
A 
HIGH-RANKING officer in the 
csar’s army, Mannerheim, then 
40, fled from the Bolsheviks in 1917. 
Returning home after 20 years, he 
found the Finns dreaming of free 
dom. 
He organised an army, invited 
German help in the form of Gen. 
Von Der Glots’ Baltic army, drove 
out the Russians and was dictator 
of the new state until, haring foe 
tared elections for a republican 
government, he stepped out in 
1919. 
Mannerheim’s hatred of Soviet 
Russia is not out of line with that 
of the Finnish people. That he 
should look on the Germans as 
Americans looked on the French 
after 1776 can be understood. 
T hat he should, however, gladly 
support a Nasi Germany is another 
m atter. Field M arshal Gustav Man­ 
nerheim has descended from his 
place as the George Washington 
of Finland to officate at her tem­ 
porary, if not perm anent, destruc­ 
tion.

Apparently a victim of French 
patriots. Henriot was the most im­ 
portant collaborationist yet to fall. 
Berlin agencies first broadcast 
reports of the assassination. 
A 
short time later Pierre L a v a l , 
Vichy chief-of-state, took to the air 
and declared Henriot “was ani­ 
mated only by patriotism. 
He fell 
this morning a hero." 
The German agency Transocean, 
which said Henriot had reached 
Paris yesterday in company with 
Laval, reported 15 or 20 men forc­ 
ed their way into the m inistry of 
information 
where 
Henriot 
was 
living, demanded to see him and 
fired when his bedroom door was 
opened. 
The Berlin broadcasts failed to 
mention whether any of the as­ 
sassins had been captured — a 
strong indication that 
they got 
away.

er team. 
Previously Bricker, the only can­ 
didate for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination who conducted 
an active campaign, had shown no 
interest in the vice presidential 
nomination and had said be did not 
expect it to be offered to him. 
Moved Toward Bricker 
But last midnight, after Gov. 
Earl Warren of California had an­ 
nounced he would not accept any 
nomination, 
Dewey 
headquarters 
moved swiftly toward Bricker. 
J. Russel Sprague, New York na­ 
tional committeeman, called a news 
conference at which he praised 
Bricker warmly. 
He made It clear 
the Dewey camp, formerly favor­ 
able to Warren, had turned to 
Bricker. 
Bricker withheld a statement for 
the time being, but delegates of 
one state after another — starting 
with Oklahoma—called at his Ste­ 
vens hotel suite to pledge support 
for the vice presidency. 
At 11:30 a. rn. (East Liverpool 
time) EM Schorr, Ohio state Re­ 
publican c h a i r m a n , announced 
Bricker will be nominated for vice 
president by Gov. Edward Martin 
of Pennsylvania. 
A report spread that Gov. Brick­ 
er might move Gov.

Their failure to achieve a set­ 
tlement of the First World war, or 
to accomplish reconstruction, their 
misjudgment of the great depres­ 
sion which began in 1929. and their 
persistent misunderstanding of the 
accumulating perils of the 30’s, 
stemmed from the fact that the 
new, the post-war generation—the 
young, the alert, the informed, and 
the vigorous—were never welcome 
In the councils of the party. 
They found their place In the 
Democratic party, not because of 
the alleged and idologlcal reasons 
of which so absurdly much has 
been written, but because In the 
early '30’r under Roosevelt’s lead­ 
ership. careers were open to talent 
and there was a general willing­ 
ness to recognize the problems of 
the country, and to try, however 
crudely, 
and 
often 
foolishly, 
to 
solve them.

OV. VARI. WARREN’S Republican keynote 
speech, aside from being a bell-ringer for the 
party, had a message of general interest to the 
public at large—Including the political opposition. 
The governor talked about opening the door for 
all American*—"to open it not Just to Jobs, but 
to opportunity”. Americans have been preoccupied 
in their post-war thinking with the necessity ut 
finding enough Jobs to go around. We have been 
neglecting the source of Jobs, which is enterprise. 
Before the war boom came along to make so 
many Jobs that people couldn't he found to nil 
all of them, enterprise was having a tight for its 
life under some of the strangest circumstances 
ever crested by politics. Instead of nursing the 
source of the People’s well-being and the govern­ 
ment's revenue back to health, politicians were 
spending most of their waking hours sticking 
pins in it to make It squirm. 
T hat was New Deal policy before the war. Dur­ 
ing the war, of course, enterprise has been called 
on to perform miracles, using public funds but 
depending on its private wits. It has done what 
was expected of it, and in m ost cases it bas ex­ 
ceeded expectations. But the public funds won't 
last forever. 
As Gov. W arren has said—and the sentiment 
Isn’t 
partisan 
but objective—the 
question 
is 
whether tbs United States will be able, after the 
war, to move forward to new and greater oppor­ 
tunities. There Is sn honest difference of opinion 
over tbs means of doing so, and that is the 
political issue of 1944. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s following will continue to stand 
for the Ideas which have characterized it Bince 
It threw overboard the platform adopted by the 
Democratic convention in 1932 and instituted the 
New Deal; it will stand for more of the same. 
The Republican party will stand for a chauge 
of direction and a change of atmosphere. It will 
•ubmlt for the people's consideration that more 
of the same would be simply to take up the 
frustration of the depression where it waB in­ 
terrupted by the beginning of the war boom. It 
will submit that the only way to make Jobs Is 
to make opportunities, because real jobs can 
oome only from continuous expansion of private 
•nterprlse. It will submit that the policies favored 
by tbs New Deal did not help enterprise before 
tbs war boom and cannot help it after the boom. 
The issue in 1944, in other words, is not a talk­ 
ing point raised by political spokesmen, but a 
question in the minds of all the people. By stating 
It, Gov. Warren has done a good Job ror all the 
people concerned in it as well as for the Republi­ 
can convention. 
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"pH E long period of Republican 
supremacy which lasted from 
the Civil war to the end of Theo­ 
dore 
Roosevelt’s 
administration 
had rested on the fact that the par­ 
ty had been right on the great is­ 
sues of the epoch and that it re­ 
cruited the best ability of the na­ 
tion.

Price Index 
A FURTHER increase of approximately 2 points 
In the price index being supplied by CIO to 
offset the Index used by the bureau of labor 
statistics and to match whatever other index 
may be admitted as evidence In the cost-of-living 
argument suggests that the whole price index 
business is about washed up. 
A price index bas no actual relation to the 
cost of living. The cost of living is what families 
pay to maintain themselves, lf their incomes do 
not rise, it remains a fairly constant figure, 
regardless of what happens to the price index It 
their incomes do rise, their cost of liviug is likely 
to rise with It. 
Thousands of families whose incomes have not 
risen, or have decreased, are living tor no more 
than it cost them to live before the war—or Jess. 
Any one of them could make up a price Index 
of the things they buy which would not remotely 
resemble the index of the things being bought by 
other families whose cost of living has soared 
because tliey had the wherewithal to let it soar. 
In short, a price index is not a cost-of-living Index. 
If it were, citlxens whose cost of living has gone 
up 300 percent, instead of the modest 45.3 pointed 
to by tbs CIO, would have an argument for an 
increase in income, too. There can be ae many in 
dexes as there can be combinations of commodi­ 
ties and all of them, including the one prepared 
bp the bureau of labor statistics, are worthless 
aa guides to what it actually costs people (or 
liftoff expenses.
